Thus a “Wildcat” is simply a person who 
attempts to engage in srime business or oc­ 
cupation without obserx ing the provisioiTs of a 
law w.hich has been enacted with the object 
f,f making it impossible for any but a chosen 
lew to engage in tliat particular enteipii>e, 
and the term bi^comes merely one which is 
used to malign persons who ha \e courage to 
oppose* moiK>polists, and the \dcious laws and 
municipal 
ordinances 
that 
are 
enacted 
for 
their special benefit. 
It is not at all uncommon for what lormerly 
has been an honest, he.norable, and legiti­ 
mate meims of making a Iming to become a 
crime, simply by' the passage of a law a chief 
purpose of which is to enable some person, or 
group, to nuinopolize that means of lixelihood 
(U bu.uness, unless the requirements of the 
sinister law' are complied with by everyone 
w’ho de-ires to follow' that special pursuit. 
And the exactions of such laws are always de­ 
signed so as to make it well-nigh impossible 
for anyone to comply wdth them except those 
in whose interests they are enacted.

Thus, it IS seen that a man may become not 
onlv a ’“ Wildcat,” but al.so a criminal, merely 
by 'following his regular method of obtaining 
an honest living if sfime wealthy individual, 
or corporation, decides to lake his means of 
living a w a y from him, in order to gain com­ 
plete control over the business or occupation 
in w'hich he is engaged, and has a law' en ­ 
acted by a co nnning city co'uncil or state 
legislatuVe the provisions of which are so re­ 
strictive that he cannot meet them and con­ 
tinue to make a living, and so attempts to 
disregard 
them. 
One ol the requirements of this type of 
ordinance or law is .usually’ a license fee, 
which not only further handicaps the man 
ol small means and renders him less able 
to compete wuth the wealthy man, or the 
corporation, w’hich is trying to gain a mo­ 
nopoly, but also procides funds to pay the 
fees and salaries of “testers,” “examiners, 
“inspectors,” “supeiwisors, ’ and so on, whose 
so-caTed services the>e law’s always provide 
for; the jobs or positions of these persons 
becoming patronage' which politicians,

tow'n aldermen to senators, pass out to hench­ 
men w'ho help to get them elected. Which is

lawmakeis in enacting 
laws of this kind. 
Careful consideration of these matters en­ 
ables one not only to discern how' vicious 
law's frequently' make criminals of honest, le- 
spectabie people, and w'ealthy and pow'erful 
monopolists of legal crooks, but to see 
how 
such law? also create jobs to be dispensed by 
politicians as patronage to “soft" job seekers, 
W'ho delixer \otes for the politicians at elec­ 
tion time. 
The ordinance “ regulating”

west City; the effort that is being made in the

He has been at it 50 
y ears, here and abroad. A lot of 
people think he the best starter in 
the world. He is in a tight spot 
now. 
Johnny .started the 1,000-y ard 
run at Madison 
Sq uare 
Garden 
Saturday night. It was an im port­ 
ant race. Glenn Cunningham was 
running and a big Negro named 
John Borican and three other gocd > 
m en and true. There was a little 
bad blood 
betw'een 
Cunningham 
and Borican and the boy s were 
nerv ous. 
Johnny stood out there 
“gentling” them, just as he al­ 
way s does. There were two false 
starts and then they got off. 
Boncan 
broke 
phenomenally 
fast and sped into a lead he nev er 
lost. Cunningham, who had come 
on the track with a fev erish flush 
on his bony phiz and who was in 
fact a sick man, pushed Borican 
to 2:08.8, the fastest 1,000 y ards 
ev er run by man. 
But before the field had gone a 
lap McHugh had walked 
r.ver to 
the other officials. *T missed that 
one,’ he said, “Borican beat my 
gun.’ Someone asked him why he 
didn’t shoot 
another 
blank 
and 
call the field back. He said he did 
not know, but wished he had. 
Considers Self “ Gypped” 
He probably wishes

harder today . 
Few officials hav e 
ev er been in the middle of a more 
hectic row. Borican, who bettered 
C unningham ’s world indoor rec­ 
ord and Elroy Robinsons world 
outdoor record, thinks he wa.s gy p­ 
ped.

“I didn’t. I got a good start, that's 
all. Why should I beat the gun in 
a 1,000-y ard race?

going to take my race away from 
me.” 
Ev'en as he was say ing this Mc­ 
Hugh was writing on the certifi­ 
cation sheet that accompanies all 
applications for records, “I certify 
that it was a false start x x x 
Borican, the winner, beat the gun 
by about one y ard.” So Borican, 
no m atter how long he pleads, 
nev er can hav e his record. 
Already the second guessers are 
ganging McHugh and trum peting 
for a y ounger man as starter. They 
are beating their manly chests 
for Borican, who they claim was 
depriv ed of a world record. 
Borican is just a kid as runners 
go and he can break a dozen rec­ 
ords from here on. In fact, he is 
going after the half-mile record 
at Dartsmouth Wednesday night 
when Don Lash goes after the 
two-mile mark. He probably will 
break it. 
The race 
had 
another 
funny 
twist. Cunningham was second in 
2:09 .2. This would be a new world 
indoor and outdoor record, if Bor- 
ican’s m ark w asn’t accepted. But 
there were two instead of three 
timers on the race so Cunningham, 
who got out of bed to run, gets 
ev en less than Borican.

is consumed and talk or per­ 
suasion has no effect. 
The man is in the late 4f)s 
and this is a comparatively 
recent habit. He has always 


had good health and I have 
always been proud of him, 
but I fear the results. 
Is it po.>;sible to buy a rem­ 
edy to offset this appetite*!* 
Most psychologists 
are 
con- 
\-inced 
that 
people 
who 
drink 
regularly do so to escape from 
mental situations which they can­ 
not solve. The effect of alcohol 
is to produce a state of w ell-feel­ 
ing and also tn some extent for- 
getfulnec-i of I'ecent e\'enis. 
Exce.'.<i\-e doses of alcohol taken 
regularly will 
seriouslj‘ damage 
the tissues of the human body. 
There is no good evidence That 
occasional doses of alcohfd will 
appreciably shorten life. 
The dilution of 
alcohol 
with 
water or ginger ale may tend to 
prolong 
the 
effect 
through 
in­ 
creasing the amount of fluid that 


has to be taken up by the stom­ 
ach to get the alcohol. 
There is no remedy that can 
be taken by mouth that will de­ 
stroy the liquor habit, and there 
L- no drug or serum that can be 
mjectcd into the veins that will 
bring about such a result. There 
are institutions in which people 
can be kept away from liquor 
while they ha v^ the attention of 
psychiatrists 
and 
psychologists 
who try to develop in them the 
will to break the habit. 
A young healthful man who has 
taken up this use of alcohol to 
rclic\ e stress or strain, or to feel 
better, or to fall asleep is. h.*w- 
e\ er, saddling himself with a mas­ 
ter. 
When the time comes to get rid 
of the nabit he may find it much 
more difficult to stop than it was 
to start.
